You are under no obligations to furnish this 
office policemen, yet, while that is true, I have 
hever called upon you for help that you did not. 


Kaowing, 
as I did, that you anticipated you would need 
your entire foree in reference to the strikes, I 


that you ought to have furnished officers on that 
occasion. You have always accommodatea me 
in these matters whenever I have called upon 
you, and it would be ungrateful in me not to rec- 
ognize that fact, and I hope you will not lay to 
my door everything you see in the papers.

Judge Prendergast was asked yesterday 
what steps he would take in the election 
‘frauds. He looked up tne statutes in the 
matter and came to the following clause: 


It shall be the duty of the Election Commis 
Noners to aid inthe prosecution of all crimes 


and offenses against this [election] act, 

And they shall keep a book in which shall be 
entered all complaints against persons claimed 
to be guilty of the violation of this law. 

And when, in the judgment of such Election 
Commissioners, such offesse has probably been 
committed, it shall be their duty to cause a pros- 
ecution to be instituted in accordance with the 
provisions of this act, and cause, the parties to 
be punished accordingly. 

Said the Judge: “ Under’ this clause we 
must take cognizance of the frauds, But, as 
I understand the matte, the subject is be- 
fore tne grand jury and the prosecution of 
the cases in the hands of the State’s-Attor- 
ney. It will bo our duty to aid, not embar- 
rass, the latter. The Commissioners will 
assist In the prosecution. It is disgraceful 
that the law should be violoted as reported. 
In my judgment the statutory punishment 
for the offenders will hardly meet the cir-

After the Hatch House was torn down 
Michael removed to the corner of Clark and 
Kinzie streets. Later he bought out the 
saloon of Walter Crawfora, whose license 
had been revoked on account of the. bad 
reputation of the place. Corcoran’s present 
headquarters are at No. 85 Clark street. 
where he runs an elegant saloon principally 
patronized by the sporting fraternity. He 
is in pretty comfortable financial cir- 
cumstances, ana occasionally goes on the 
bond of an offender who is his friend. 
He invariably has his weather eve open for 
the almighty dollar, At the time of the 
strife between the Northwestern and the St. 
Paul roads over the building of the bridge at 
Kinzie street Michael took part in the con- 
troversy. Soon afterwards he purchased a 
house on Dearborn avenue for $11,000. Where 
did the money come from? 

It is a noticeabie fact that although Michael 
J, Corcoran has been drawn as a grand juror 
anumber of times he has never presented 
himseit to serve in that capacity.

: given register No. 4,626. John L. Beveridge 
twas then Sheriff of Cook County, but Con- 
“rad Folz, the présent Cook County Jailer, 
had the honorof escorting Mike over the 
road. in those days there were many tough 
Chicago criminals confined at the prison, and 
as the discipline was slack they ran the 
prison to suit themselves, worked or loafed 
about the yard as they pleased, and Corcoran 
was just as tough as any of them until he 
had put in a year and a Half on bis fourteen 
year term. John M. Palmer was then Goy- 
ernor, and political influence soon brought a 
pardon for Mike. He was restored to liberty 
and Chicago Sept. 11, 1869. 


TALKS WITH M’ABKE 4ND CORCORAN, 


Both Protest Their Innocence—They De- 
nounce Certain Suspects. 

Corcoran professes to be not the least fear- 
ful of a full investigation of the Twenty- 
fourth 
today,“ he said yesterday afternoon to. a 
TRIBUNE reporter. “This is one of Steve 
Collins’ blackmailing schemes,” he continued,

fered to deliver these votes, but 30 
far as I now he made no 
dicker with any of them. He wanted to 
make one with me. I wouldn't have it. The 
day of election he was wild because he hadn’t 
deen able to deliver his goods to anybody. He 
had Lynch and Horn on his staff. Lynch 
followed me about along time and tried to 
get money. from me. He was too drunk, 
though, to vote. So was Horn. I didn’t give 
a cent to any of these feliows and don’t even 
know how they voted, if they voted at all. 

Now, as to the story Collins tells about 
my having fixed up a scheme to have his men 
register and vote under assumed names, it is 
a lie! I don’t know that an illegal vote was 
cast in the Twenty-fonrth Ward. After the 
elechon Collins hunted up McAbee and 
wanted to be ‘staked’ to a suit of clothes 
and a oon. The Alderman wouldn’t be 
blackmailed. Then Collins cooked up this 
yarn to peddle among the Republican politi- 
cians. He took it to George R. Davis and 
several others, but they knew him too well 
to give hima hearing. But at last he struck 
Harpel, ana it was meat for bim. 

„That is the whole story, except that we 
do know how certain votes were purchased. 
As to that, though, it would perhaps be best 
to say nothing until the case comes to trial.

THE PULLMAN EMPLOYE’S CHARGE. 


Taken Up by the Election Commissioners— 
E. G. Brown's Statement. 

The case of E. G. Brown, the timekeeper in 
the freight department of the Pullman Pal- 
ace-Car company, was before the Election 
Brown 
charged that at the Aldermanic election in 
the Thirty-fourth Ward he refused to vote 
for Dr. Chasey and was discharged from the 
Pullman company in consequence, His state- 
ment to Secretary Twohig was as follows: 

March 81 about 11 a. m. Mr. Sessions came to 
me and asked if I was going to vote and work for 
the election of Dr. Chasey. I told him I was not, 
that I was going to vote for Quinn. He tried to 
argue with mé and to persuade me to vote for 
Chasey. but I declined. At 10 minutes 
| the same evening Mr, Sessions 
came back, accompanied by General Manager 
G. F. Brown. Mr. Brown said that Pullman 
Palace Car company shouid have epresenta- 
tive in the council, and that Dr. Ctl deing in 
the employ of the company, he was the man they 
wanted. He asked me to vote for him, but 1 
still declined to do so. * 

Mr. Brown then got somewhat excited and said 
that I could choose one of two things—either to 
vote for CHusey or not vote at all. The day after 
the election Superintendent J. S. Hoagland came 
to me and saia he had been instructed to dis- 
charge me, and April 7 he said I was 
discharged. When I asked for the reason 
for my. discharge I was referred to 
Mr. Sessions and he in turn referred me to Man- 
ager Brown. That gentleman informed me that 
the answer I had given when asked to work and 
vote for Dr. Chasey was reason enough for my 
discharge. That an employé who would reply in 
that manner to an officer of the company was a 
dangerous man and might exert a large infiu- 
ence with the employés in opposition to the 
wishes of the Pullman Palace Car company. 

It was further stated that John Cameron 
and D. H. Chapman, steamfitters, had been 
discharged for the same reason. Brown was 
not present yesterday, having gone to 
Tacoma. N. 

Dr. Bridge said if the statement of Brown 


Was true intimidation had been used and the 


guilty parties should be prosecuted. He 
asked the secretary if any. one had heard the 
conversation except those directly in- 
terested. Mr. Twohig said he believed 
not. Judge Prendergast said that 
all the offenses aguinst the election law had 
been successfully dealt with, Having been 
summarily disposed of. Experience had 
shown that when the cases were left to 
grand juries or Justices of the Peace they 
remained unpunished. The law said that it 
was the duty of the board to aid in the pros- 
ecution of all crimes and offenses against the 
act.

Tne vote of the House 
was decisive beyond all question against 
copyright legislation in thé interest of a sea- 
board book trust. Yet if the American 
authors come forward with a license or 
royalty plan, which will benefit them with- 
out creating a book-publishine monopoly, 
they will find the members who defeated 
the publishers’ bill today the readiest to help 
legislation of tne right sort. This declara- 
tion was made half a dozen times. 
MR. ‘HOPKINS OPENS THE BALL. 
The debate today was opened by Mr. Hop- 


were Edward Eggleston and Mr. Jonnson of 
the Century Magazine. Librarian Spofford 
was on the floor buttonholing members to 
vote for the bill. Mr, Hopkins made an ar- 
gument devoid of passion or exaggeration, 
which by its calm reasoning torced attention. 
He gave an exhaustive review of the whole 
question, showing wherein the measure 
went beyond tne protection of American 
authors and tended to create a gigantic 
publishing monopoly which would raise 
the price of every book and periodi- 
cal printed in this country. The doctrine 
of the natural rights of the foreign author 
was dissected by Mr. Hopkins with a good 
deal of skill. He also exposed the combina- 
tion of foreign authors with certain labor or- 
wanizations for the purpose of forming a 
trust and controlling this market. When 
they came to understand how they were be- 
ing made cat’s paws, these very labor or- 
ganizations would denounce the measure. 
Mr. Hopkins’ speech had the great merit of 
fixing the wandering attention of a good 
many members, who, without positively com- 
mitting themselves, were drifting towards 
supporting the bill. He brought them back to 
their moorings, and had the satisfaction of 
knowing that,their votes were safely anchored 
against the measure. 7 
Speeches in favor of the bill were made by 
Simonds of Connecticut, ex-Speaker Carlisle, 
Covert and Farquhar of: New York, McAdoo 
and Buchanan of New Jersey, Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts, and one or two others. Mr. Lodge 
made a beautiful speech, full of literary blos- 
soms culled from the English classics, but 
not having much.substance. Mr. Culbertson 
of Texas spoke against the bill, as did Lind 
of Minnesota, Peters of Kansas, Mills of 
Texas, and Biand of Missouri. 
Juage Payson summed up for the opposi- 
tion in one of the most forcible speeches he 
has ever made. He showed what cheap liter- 
ature really meant, and also pointed out how 
small is the proportion of flashy works 
that are reprinted in the total of reprints. 
Judge Payson gave itas his deliberate judg- 
ment that the bill under discussion would 
create a book monopoly of the most odious 
and oppressive sort.

| REPEATING AN OLD WHISKY-THIEF’S LIE. 


Richard Croker, boss of Tammany, was 
appointed Chamberlain of the City of New 
York by Mayor Grant, also a Tammany | 
-Democrat. Testimony was recently given 


ing that Mayor Grant while Sheriff divided 
with his subordinates fees illegally extorted 
by them. Soon thereafter ‘*‘ Boss”’ Croker 


said he was very sick and sailed for Ger- 


many. Last Sawrday McCann, Croker’s 
brother-in-law anda Democratic Tammany 
precinct chief, swore before a Senatorial in- 
vestigation committee that a few years ago 
Croker had come to bim with $180,000 in his 
possession, of which $80,000 was put up by 
Grant, to be used among the Aldermen to 
secure Grant’s confirmation to the profitable 
place of Commissioner of Public Works. 
Brother-ia-law and Fellow-Tammanyite Me- 
Cann also swore that he-had heard that 
Grant had at different times given to 
Croker’s daughter for him sums of money 
aggregating $25,000. Why it was given he 
did not state. He also said further that 
‘livmg expenses of Croker’s family were 
being paid by him—McCann-—while Croker 
was out of thé country. 

In the light of this and other. evidence 
Tun TRIBUNE suggested that it might be well 
tor Croker to return and disprove McCann’s 
statements if he could. The New York pa- 
pers, better posted than the Chicago ones 
can be, are advising him to do mat very 
thing. But he seems in no hurry to come. 

Thereupon Mr. John R. Walsh’s morning 
Democratic paper says the following, which 
his evening Democratic paper copies—viz. :

Croker was the appointee of Mayor Grant 
and a member of the same political faith and 
society. City Treasurer Gage was the local 
chief of the Chicago Democracy.

try at a profit. What good does it do to in- 


pound, none of which'is grown in this coun- 


crease the cost of the long combing wools 
needed for mixing with American fine wool, 
or the coarse carpet wools not produced 
in the United States? Are not such duties 
vicious blunders? Such taxes will not oc- 
cupy a single acre of superabundant corn or 
wheat land, and they will pot give employ- 
mentto a single additional human beiag 
engaged in sheep husbandry. Those duties 
are unmitigated frauds and nuisances on 
American consumers and have no place or 
justification in any common sense protective 
scheme. 

The Journal places the present price of Amer- 
ican wool at 30 cents a pound and estimates 
that each wool-grower will gain three cents a 
pound on all the wool he raises. Great 
oaks from little acorus grow,“ but is a great 


wool industry to be bullt up on this bonus of 


three cents a pound? 

The great decline in the price of Illinois 
wool in the last twenty-three years has been 
caused by the increasing flocks of fine-wool 
sheepin Western Texas, New Mexico, Ari- 


zona, and California—on the dry, warm, win- 


terless regions where pasturage is very cheap, 
Mexican herdsmen labor costing but little, 
and no hay or hand feeding is required; 
and also by the competition of the Australian 
wool grown on similar lands and in like 
climates. This is what has crushed down 
the price of our Western fleeces and stocked 
our markets with foreign fine cloths. 

In 1867 there were 2,764,000 sheep in III 
nuis. Last year there were only 555,000. 
There are about 275,000 farmers in Illinois, or 
one fdrmer to every two sheep. This shows 
that there cannot be many large flocks in the 
hands of many Illinois farmers. Taking 
twenty as an average small flock, only 23,000 
farmers were in the business; the otter ni 
tenthsof the farmérs had no sheep. The 
weightof the average fleece does not exceed 
five or six pounds. The owner of twenty 
sheep would grow, say, 100 pounds of wool, 
and his extra profit due to McKinley’s bill, if 
it did what is claimed for it, would be $3 on 
the flock. Is this additional gain of 15 cents 
per sheep going to'make the farmer double 
or treble his flock? Is it going to set 
other farmers to wool-raismg! No; not one. 
But such a gain would be worth considering 
by one of the Texan or New Mexican ranch- 
men, with his flock of 10,000 sheep, and itis 
for his benefit, 1f for that of any one, that 
the higher duty is to beimposed. But what 
material difference does it make to the small 
wool-grower of the States east of the Mis- 
souri that he is to sell his woolat 82or 33 
cents instead of 30 cents per pound. Talk 
60 or 70 cents @ pound, and that will mean 
business, 

The enormous failing off in the number of 
sheep east of the Missouri began in 1867. 
The Journal says that the reduction is 
due to the cut made in the wool 
duties in 1867, and that it can be reme- 
died by adding 10 per cent to tune duties of 
1883. Thatis nonsense. The duty from 1867 
to 1883 on first-class wools worth 32 cents a 
pound or less was 10 cents a pound and 11 
per cent ad valorem; on wools over 32 cents 
it was 12 cents a pound and 10 per cent. ad 
valorem. The revision of 1883 knocked off the 
ad valorem duties, which amounted to two or 
three cents a pound. The McKinley sched- 
ule will not leave the farmer in any better 
plight than he was under the tariff of 1867 
up to 1884. If that tariff crippled the wool 
industry bow can the fragment of duty re- 
stored revive it? Why try to fool tnd farmer 
with that sort of talk? No two or three 
cents a pound extra is going to make weer 
growing profitable ip Illinois. 

But there is another and serious thing to 
be considered. The consumer must not be 
left out of the game. The duties on woolen 
goods are to be raised by the McKinley bill 
far more than those on wool, heavily on the 
cheaper fabrics and not so much on the 
costlier ones. According to the report of 
the minority of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, whose statement has not been con- 
tradicted or denied— 


One grade of coarse, cheap blankets will be ré- 
quired to pay 106 per cent, but the finest blankets 
will pay 72 per cent. The coarsest and cheapest 
woolen hats will be subject to a duty of 111 per 
cent and the finest to 66 per cent. Women’s and 
children’s cheapest dress gouds with cotton Warp 
, are to be taxed 106 per cent and the finest 73 per 
cent. ‘The lowest grade qt wooien cloths will 

ay 125 per cent and the highest grade 86 per cent. 

fhe cheapest qualities of knit goods for un- 
derwear range trom 112 to 138 per cent, but 
the finest and most expensive will pay 78 per 
cent. Woolen shawls of the coarsest and 
lowest grade used by the pcorest people will pay 
15 per Gent duty, and worsted goods of the low- 
est grade will pay 130 per cent, while the highest 
grade will pay 0 per cent. 


The woolen schedule raises the duties on 
woolen goods, blankets, carpets, and worsteds 
15 to 20 per cent duty to offset the 10 per 
Cent extra wool duty which will increase the 
Cost quite oppressively to the consumer. The 
ordinary suit of woolen clothes, according to 
the Journal, costs $30. To its cost, therefore, 
15 per cent at least, or $4.50, would be added. 
Assuming that every man, woman, and child 
uses in woolen clothes, blankets, underwear, 
Carpets, hats, hosiery, ste, the equiva- 
‘lent of $30 worth a year, it follows that each 


person yearly Will be $4.50 out of pocket by |

THE EUROPEAN MAY-DAY DEMONSTRA-

Philadeiphia Press: Under the decision of 
last Monday half-pint flasks and quart bottles 
sent as original packages can carry liquor for 
unprohibited and unlicensed sale in any State in 
the Union., The proprietors of “ speakeasies ” 
may now speak loud, if they piease, for they 
have only to set up as importers, buy their 
liquors in another State, and do a brisk flask and 
bottle business without license and without fear 
of policé interference,* The wholesalers’ decis- 
ion of a peur ago mude a serious breach in our 
high license law, but this one practically levels 
the whole structure by enabling any one who 
chooses to walk over it and make the law itself, 
in its limited application, hardly worth main- 
taining.

Had Swinburne written his study of Ben 
Johnson in poetry, his natural mode of ex- 
pression, his hyperbolic style of “ mgantic” 
praise and titanic“ blame might have 
seemed less out of place, and the flowing 
garments of verse might have convealed the 
meagre proportions of this creation that he 
calls criticism. He drowns his hero, his giant 
Jonson, in a torrent of words, so that when, 
exhausted with attempting to stem the tide, 
the reader closes the book, he has no very 
clear idea of rare Ben or his works. He has 
read, indeed, that Volpone is *“‘magnificent in 
the spiritual stature of bis wickedness, in the 
still dilating verge and expanding proportion 
of his energies,’’ and that his genius and 
cour “his sublimity of cynic scorn and 
his intensit of contemptuous enjoy- 
ment— his limitiess capacity for pleas- 
ure and is dauntless contemplation 
of his crimes—make of this superb sinner a 
figure we can hardly realize without some 
sense of imperious fascination.” But having 
he is little wiser. In fact the 
reader needs to be already familiar with 
Jonson and his works to read with any inter- 
est and intelligence what Swinburne has to 
say of Jonson, and this is a requirement that 
very few readers possess. Provably there is 
no figurein Englisn literature whose works 
are so little known in comparison with the 
fame of his name as Ben Jonson’s. Are 


there a score of men in this country who. 


have read all of Jonson’s dramatic com posi- 
tions, including his innumerable masques? 
Why is this ignorance? Swinburne ascribes 
it to “‘acrowning and damning defect“ of 
Jonson’s “tedious and intolerable realism.”’ 
No one familiar with his dramas will agree 
to this. Jonson’s characters are puppets who 
strut about the stage decked out with the 
“vices and follies of the author's contempora- 
nes. He says that he aims at scourging the 
weakness and wickedness of his age.

and drawings in black and white by Frederick 
A. Bridgman, which will be shpwn to the Chi- 
cago public, together with the Ellsworth collec- 
tion, for the first time at the reception Monday 
evening, will occupy the main gallery and the 
adjoining east gallery at the Art Institute. This 
artist has always found his chief inspira- 
tion inthe Orient, and the majority of these 
pictures depict Algerian and Egyptian life, 
faithfully studied on the spot. A few essays in 
archeology are shown, like the sketch for the 
“Procession of the Bull Apis,“ and the gray 
Assyrian interior with its winged lions serving 
as caryatids. A few French scenes are scattered 
among the more hotly-tinted Orientals to mod- 
erate the color temperature for our Northern 
e 
2 this artist ia assoclated in the public mind 
with dusky-ered hauris and the ‘vivid skies of 
Africa, and his best work is in the interpretation 
of these themes. He makes them seem curious- 
ly modern; in the presence of his Canvases we no 
longer associate the veiled inhabitants of narems 
with ea romantic and incrédible past, a past of 
genii and monsters, of magic andgioléence. His 
realistic brush trausforms the poetic dreamland 
into prosaic streets and gardens. We perceive 
that the fabulous Orient is peopled by creatures 
as human as ourselves, and remember with dis- 
trust the Arabian Nights’ descriptions of faces 
like the full moon for beauty and eyes whose 
languishing glances would beguile the Prophet 
from his paradise. These ladies are fair, to be 
sure, but they are all of the earth, earthy; 
and we suspect them of little intelligence 
and a good deal of stolidity. We are brought 
face to face with them in the warm, stil! liezure 
of their daily lives, where. splendor fades to 
picturesqueness, and gorgeous colors lose their 
glamour. We have the facts st last, and we 
must not wonder if under this uncompromising 
truthfulness the Orient loses something of its 
imagined charm. 
2 

For Mr. Bridgman is not a poet. He depicts 
the tragedy and comedy of eastern life, but his 
medium is always prose; prose sometimes 
powerful, sometimes delicate, often effective, but 
always literal. One of his canvases, the much- 
talked-of * Pirate of Love.“ which represents in 
three sections the assault, capture, and suicide 
of a beautiful young woman, proves him as fear- 
less a realist as Zola himself, aud shows that the 
brush may be as potent as the pen in depicting 
the brutality of human passion, Whether such 
a subject has a right to artistic expression is a 
question which brings us face to face 
with the central principle of the extremists, 
the doctrine that the faithful delineation of de- 
based human nature is healthful because it 
arouses only horror and repulsion in the mind. 
In view of the fact that criminal statistics prove 
that crime morbidly follows in the wake of hor- 
ror this doctrine may reasonably be disputed; 
and there can be little question that such a pic- 
toriaitragedy should be excluded from a gallery 
frequented alike by old and young, wise and fool- 
ish. More narrowly viewed, it may be criticised 
as litérary rather than pictorial in quality, 
though it is one of the best Win paintings in 
the collection. | 
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Mr. Bridg.san has made several studies of the 
life on the roofs which 16 tommpn in the East. 
One of these is On the Terraces,” a skillful ren- 
dition of differing whites—blue, purple, and yel- 
low whites, leading off to blue mountains in 
the distance. The composition is clever, the 
figures are suggestively used, and some- 
thing of the clear shining stillness of the tropics 
is reproduced in this large canvas. A moonlight 


Atudy of a similar theme is not 30 effective, be- 


ing based on the too common assumption that 
the moon extinguishes color. “A Hot Bargain“ 
strikes a different key, showing a brown and 
shadowy Algerian court-yard, with men disput- 
ing over the sale of horses—a picture effective in 
tone and composition, except for some careless 
work on the wall at the right, which seems in 
oolor and quality the mtrusion of a totally dif- 
ferent mode. “Asking Advice and A Country 
Villa at El Biar’’ are among the best of the m- 
teriors, which sometimes show too much crowd- 


‘upg of vivid colors. Tne Ballet the Govern- 


or's,“ from the salon of last year, is a little at 
fault in this respect, though it shows clever draw- 
ing and grouping and skiliful rendering of text- 
ures.

There are many portraits of women, both 
Eastera and Western types. The *Summer 
Evening ig one of the most ambitious of the 
former, showing a queenly Voluptuous houri 
wandering in her garden, whose colors grow soft 
in the twilight. The head of another oriental, 
who wears a red rose in her black hair, is effect- 
ively outlined against green. A “Portrait of 
Miss Nita Carritte“ shows clever handling of 
the textures of lace and silk. but the attitude 
and expression lack the essential quality of re- 
pose. A smaller portrait, green and biack in 
tone, is better, and the portrait of an auburn- 
haired woman leaning on a green sofa needs only 
a few more touches to be effective. A small por- 
trait of a little boy in biue, who holds a toy- 
horse protectingly, is delightfully suggestive of 
babyhood. But of all the portraits the most in- 
teresting is a profile sketch of a golden-haired 
little girl.

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In fact Mr. Bridgman is often most effective in 

his sketches, of which many are shown. The 


sketch for the ‘Procession of the Bull Apis,” 
for example, has a certain charm of mystery in 
the shadows which Is lost in the finished picture 
now in the Corcoran Gallery at Washington, flue
